“COTTONSEED is the Southern bo 
nanza,” an article in the column ‘75 
Years Ago,’ in the Memphis Commercial 
Appeal notes. The article goes on to say 
that “there are three and a half pounds 
of seed to every pound of fiber. The 
South produces more than four million 
tons a year but only about 10 percent of 
the seed is crushed despite the rapid 
increase lately in the number of mills. A 
ton of seed yields 35 gallons of oil, 22 
pounds of cotton and 750 pounds of cake 
used for fattening cattle. The value of 
these products is $19. The oil is largely 
sed for making fine soaps.” And those 
were the ‘good old days’? 


® Agriculture Is Backward 


AGRICULTURE is backward, according 
to George L. Mehren of Berkeley, Calif., 
director of the Giannini Foundation of 
Agricultural Economics. Not only that, 
but in most countries, agricultural in 
dustries are the least and last developed, 
Mehren said in a paper presented at 
Cornell University before the annua 
meeting of the American Farm Eco 
nomic Association. “Oxcart agriculture, 
but jet-age industry, is a common and 
disturbing sight in many parts of the 
world,” he said. “The challenging and un 
solved problem is finding a bootstrap by 
which outmoded agricultural systems 


can be lifted into the mainstreams of 
economic development. How and where 
to introduce modern commercial activi 
ties into each country’s agricultural sys 
tem in order to trigger this general up 
ward adjustment is still an unsolved 
problem for the world’s economic theo 
rists and planners,” Merhren concluded. 


® Uses for Cherry Pits 


FOOD SCIENTISTS at the University of 
Wisconsin are looking for ways to utilize 
the 10 percent of the cherry crop which 
is wasted each year—the pit. Research 
has shown that the cherry pit contains 
around six percent oil, which can be ex 
tracted easily.

a SERIOUS QUALITY PROBLEM” 
is indicated by the 1959 gin mois- 
survey in Texas, Edward H. Bush, 
vice-president, Texas Cotton 
Ginners’ Association, reported at the 
Western Cotton Production Conference 
in Bakersfield 

“Overcleaning and overdrying at the 
gin are of a greater magnitude than any- 
one in the ginning industry has sus- 
pected,” Bush added, on the basis of the 
careful, comprehensive survey made by 
The Cotton Research Committee of Texas 
in cooperation with ginners. (See Oct. 17, 
1959, issue of The Press.) 

Quality preservation was the theme of 
the March 1-2 Conference at the Bakers 
field Hacienda. The complete report on 
this meeting will appear in The Cotton 
Gin and Oil Mill Press on March 19, and 
will be reprinted and distributed by the 
Conference sponsors. They are the Na- 
tional Cotton Council and Southwest 
Five-State Cotton Growers’ Association, 
in cooperation with other groups. Local 
host is California Planting Cotton Seed 
Distributors 

J. Ritchie Smith, head of educational 
services for the Council, set the key for 
the quality discussion in his opening talk, 
which answered the question, “How Is 
Cotton Doing?” 

Harold L. Pomeroy, president of the 
Distributors, welcomed the several hun- 
dred visitors at the Conference; and John 
P. Benson, president, Western Cottor 
Growers’ Association, served as general 
chairman

Bowers was awarded first state prize 
of $750 for his yield on 7,100 pounds of 
lint on five acres 

Other winners are Robert Lee 
Scarborough, Eastover, Richland County, 
who won second state prize of $275, and 
Tommie Coward, Aiken, who won the 
youth scholarship of $500 

Scarborough’s yield was 6,305 pounds 
of lint while Coward won the $500 schol 
arship with a yield of 4,880 pounds of

First-and second-place district winners 
for each of the three extension districts 
received prizes of $200 and $125, re- 
spectively. 

In the Upper district, Noah Usher, 
McColl, Marlboro County, was awarded 
first district prize for producing 5,735 
pounds of lint. Second prize went to 
A. A. Ramage, Jr., Kinard, Laurens 
County, with 5,180 pounds of lint. 

Middle district winners—H. C. Scott, 
Aiken, Aiken County, with 5,825 pounds 
of lint received first prize, and Monroe 
Johnson, Aiken, with 5,660 pounds of lint 
received second prize. 

Lower district winners—First prize: 
J. Steve McMillan, Allendale, 5,930 pounds 
of lint; and second prize: Inman Floyd, 
Tillman, Jasper County, 5,570 pounds of 
lint. 

The state and district prizes for the 
contest were donated by the South Caro- 
lina Textile Manufacturers’ Association, 
which has donated $2,000 annually since 


1927, except in 1932 and 1933 when no 
contest was conducted in the state 

The Atlantic Cotton Shippers’ Associ 
ation donated the $500 youth scholarship 
The scholarship is awarded to the youth 
between 16 and 21 years of age on Jan 
1 who makes the highest yield on a one 
acre contest field. The scholarship must 
be used at an approved state agricultural! 
college. 

First- and second-place county winners 
will receive their prizes of $50 and $25 
respectively at meetings in their local 
counties. Prize money for first-place 
county winners was donated by the South 
Carolina Cottonseed Crushers’ Associa 
tion (this group includes the Augusta, 
Ga., crushers). Southern Agricultural 
Chemicals, Inc., donated prizes for sec 
ond-place county winners. 

The contest has been conducted in the 
state by the Clemson Extension Service 
since 1926 to encourage higher yields of 
better quality cotton. S. A. Williams, 
Clemson Extension cotton ginning spe 
cialist, who supervised the 1959 contest, 
reports that 738 contestants completed 
their projects and turned in records 

Williams says that although cotton 
yields in the state were not as good last 
year as in 1958, yields of 1959 five-acre 
contestants averaged 68 pounds of lint 
per acre higher. And even though 1959 
yields were affected by the early tropical 
storms, the average lint length was the 
highest since the beginning of the contest 
in 1926

Precautions Given Arizona 
In Pink Bollworm Fight 


Arizona cotton farmers are reminded 
of some additional steps they can take to 
help rid Arizona of that pest, the pink 
bolworm. 

“If any bolls, cotton, or other debris 
that will harbor pink bollworm are left 
around the edges of the field, they should 
be raked up, burnt, or covered with sev- 
eral inches of soil,” Dr. J. N. Roney, en- 
tomologist, Arizona Extension Service, 
advises 

By now all stalks have been cut 
shredded and all debris plowed under

toney also cautioned farmers to de- 
stroy or cover up any cotton seed left on 
top of the soil 

‘Good shredding of stalks, 
ing, and coverage of bolls 
kill 85 percent of the 
Roney predicted. 

Meanwhile, Dr. Howard E. Ray, cotton 
specialist of The U of A, urged cotton 
men to clean up cotton left in such places 
as where trailers are loaded, in the trail- 
ers themselves, picking machines, and 
other, often-neglected locations. 

“Volunteer cotton plants missed by the 
plow should be hunted out and killed,” 
Ray warned

Wilt Damages Cotton Quality 


One of the oustanding improvements 
to the Acala variety in California has 
been the wilt (verticillum) tolerance bred 
into this cotton by scientifically trained 
men at the U.S. Cotton Field Station, 
Shafter.

Badly infected wilt- 
damaged plants were stunted and the 
bolls produced inferior lint that was 
“neppy,” weak and wasteful. Healthy, 
wilt-tolerant plants in the current vari- 
ety, Acala 4-42, produce a_ uniform 
strong lint that is meeting an increasing 
demand by the cotton trade, accord- 
ing to California Planting Cotton Seed 
Distributors.

Brazil’s Cotton Production 
And Exports Increase 


Brazilian cotton production in 1959-60, 
at an estimated 1,650,000 bales, is up 15 
percent from the 1,440,000 bales grown 
last season and is the largest Brazilian 
crop since 1955-56. The larger crop is 
attributed to an increase in acreage, 
coupled with good crop conditions in all 
producing areas 

Area planted to cotton is estimated at 
4,600,000 acres, compared with 4,000,000 
acres in 1958-59. This 15-percent increase, 
most of which was in South Brazil, was 
the result of favorable weather at plant- 
ing time, high minimum prices to pro- 
ducers, and the government and private 
encouragement to growers in an effort 
to expand production. 

With its increased supplies this season, 
Brazil's cotton exports could be larger 
than average production of 537,000 bales 
per year in the past five seasons.
